Blany ^embers of Soe^ty Took 
Part in Talk FoUowing 
Debate. • 



The Literary and Debating Society; 
sot a splendid start liist evening, and 
If Us future nieettiiBs can In any Way-' 
be gauged by the first informal dc-' 
bate, rio apiwehenslon need be felt 
^or the success of (he "Lit." 

President S. A. Holllne occupied the 
chair, and in a few well chosen re- 
marks welcomed those present, and 
reviewed at some length the great In- 
(fluence the "Lit." has had In college 
life. Many Illustrious men who now 
hold high • positions In Canada sot 
their first experience In public speaJc- 
Ing at the. meetings of the "Lit." The 
men nbw attending the University had 
a wonderful opporlunilty of becoming 
■proficient in the art of speaking logic- 
ally and IntelllBently In public.' 

"t^ood Control" warf the question 
which was discussed with a Breat deal 
of vigor, and Hon. Mr. Hi^nna was 
deciipltutoil many limes over. 

K. J. Clurk, who oDcried the debate 
for the Affirmative, outlined the sub- 
ject, v:hlcli was that the present sys- 
tem of food control was the best suited 
to the-object in view, that object being 
to stimulât^ production of the three 
principal commodities, wheat, beef and 
bacon, wl)lcli were needed for the sup- 
port of. the armlea overseas, and the 
replacement of the shortage of them 
in Europe consequent on the with- 
drawal of 80 many men from the pro- 
ducers for combatant purposes. There 
were therefore two irialp ends in view, 
first to have so large an exportable 
.^urphia as possible, and second to 
get this over to the seat of war as 
qujickly us possible. Invorder to ac- 
complish thl», two things must be done. 
Flrst,-.lo.' restrict "as" far as adviaable 
the consumption of these three ne- 
cessities, ' and secojidly,* to entourage 
production by offering' to the pro- 
ducer an attractive price. This last 
prevented a wholesale campaign of 
price rç^uction. and on this view the 
office of thÀ Food Controller was not 
nrlmarlly one of fixing a maximum 
price to the consumer, but rather one 
of fixing a minlmun^ price to the 
producer.^ This the Food Controller 
had ^one, and he considered that the 
main reason for the Kood Controller- 
ship had been fulfilled. _ ' , 

B. Benjamin, in a most Impressive 
manner, opened the side for the Nega- 
tive with a few comments on the ex- 
plicative -nature of the first speaker's 
remarks. He started out iTy assuming 
for argument's sake tha( food control 
as organised in Canada, was neces- 
sary. À rather intricately reasoned 
discourse showed that if the food con- 
trol was carried out on the present 
basis of operation, the endis in view 
would never be secured. He stated 
that all the fool control organization 
had done .80 far was to publish re- 
ports and advertising matter. It had 
controlled the use of certain (cods, and 
that only to the detriment of the land. 

H.-- Mouquln was the next speaker 
on the Affirmative, an4 began by 
pointing out that due to extraordin- 
ary circumstances the production of 
foodstuffs was greatly lessened, '. and 
that the way to decrease the price' was 
to cstabKshan economy in the essential 
foods that could be- obtained, and 
this "was brought to the mind of - the 
public by! a propaganda of economy 
and thrift by the present food com- 
mission. Secondly, that the price was 
to be decreased by forcing the dis- 
tributing concerns, such as wholesale 
louses and groceries to lower their 
pionts on the various necessities of 
life. This had already been accom- 
plished In the,^e.of flour, and the 
speaker painted out/ the difficulty in 
fixing tt price, due to abnormal con- 
ditions, and how the food commis- 
lon was working to establish, a fair 
profit _for the middle man,; as they 
:ilrcady'had In the case of flour. The 
.■speaker also pointed out that the 
committee on food control had hardly 
time to produce any effect on statis- 
tics as yet, except on a few articles, 
but on the whole, judging from the 
effects on. the U. S., of a similar food 
control, the prices of late in the es- 
sential foods at least had a tendency 
to .become lower. ^ 

-The fourth speaker, Mr. Clifford 
Heeney, supported the Negative. In 
reply to the last, speaker on the Af- 
firmative side, he stated thai prices 
had risen in Canada, in spite of the 
food control organization. In Austra- 
lia a competitive plan" h\id been 
adopted- by the Govprnmont, which re- 
sulted , in ^an average rise of 25 per 
cent, of the pre-war prices, with an 
accompanying rise In -wagee of 12 per 
cent. The speaker dealt with the alms 
of the food control organization. The 
avowed needs of . the armies at the 
front w'ere hiirdly^J^cphalstenV with the 
.'act that, much-foodsituffs remain In 
storafee :ln shipping sheds. The mat- 
ter of providing food for the civilian 
population ,of the Allled'countrles was 
dismissed as being as yet not press- 
ing. The most Important .^consldera- 
tion. was furnishing food'fOiT''the civil- 
ian population of Canada. This «he 
maintained was the real test of the 
food control organization. Certain 
facts about babies loomed largely on 
the horizon at this point. From these 
considerations the speaker -went on to 
point out that production and con- 
samption were, not ' by any means so

B.iloieph Beads Interesting 
Paper on War Theories 
' il of Norman Angell. 



The. Renaissance of the Economics 
Club: took place, last night at Strath- 
cona Hall, with the first meeting ot 
the ,new -season. The evening was the 
occasion of the reading of a very In- 
teresting paper by B.. Joseph, on "The 
War j Theories of Norman Angell." A 
fair; attendance of, members, including 
two bright Economic^' students of the 
R. V, C, and Dr. Memmcon, brought 
about an extremely «pjoyable and in- 
structive meeting.. '■ ^ ■ 

The' paper began,. with a review of 
the generally accepted theory about 
war, i.e., that strugglé and warfare 'are 
among the conditlona! of life, and that 
national power means national wealth 
and economic advantage. Angell be- 
lieves that a nation's commerce does 
not depend on its mHltary power, that 
there ean be no economrlc gain from 
war, and that war even when success- 
ful, cannot achieve those ends which 
people generally think it can. He 
,wlshe8 to prove this -by attempting to 
sliow that the wealth and prosperity of 
a natiôii are Independent of military 
power.; ' ' 

Secondly, the conqueror cannot ex- 
ploit ;ttie wealth of a conquered coun- 
,try, because widespread confiscation 
will react disastrously on' the conquer- 
or. Thirdly, even . If an Indemnity can 
be obtained, it woiild not be of advan- 
tage to the conquering nation because 
of the bad financial effects of .the 
transfer of a large sum of money. 
Lastly, a nation does not gain econo- 
mic advantage by annexing or captur- 
Ins^ a territory. 

Mr. Joseph attempted to • disprove 
the first of these statements by show- 
ing tliat those nations which are fin- 
ai|p!ally tpowerful have in every, case 
either idlrect' military power or pro- 
tection through It, and by -pointing 
out that Mr. Angell.does not show^that 
any nation obtained its' wealth inde- 
pendently of . military power. • ' Mr. 
Joseph showed that Mr.' Angell based 
his case on finance in times of peace, 
but that finance during war is reor- 
ganized on a war basis. 

In dealing with the third point, Mr. 
Angell fell into an illogical argument 
confusing^ casual coincidence with cas- 
ual conpectlon. Angell, In the fourth 
case, based his argument on a wrong 
statement of fact. Mr. Joseph showed 
the possibility of what Mr. Angell 
was trying to dlspro'ye, by giving spe- 
cific examples. 

..There are, however, two funda» 
^ment&i truths In Angell's argument — 
fl^-st, • that . It is folly -to imagine that 
oiie' great ' nation can completely de- 
stroy another, and secondly, that na- 
tiàns quickly recover after war. These 
alone can stand the lest of critical 
examination. 

Reference to the present war has 
greatly shattered the hopes of Mr. 
Angell In establishing the greater part 
of his arguments. 

Mr. Joseph then dealt with the 
moral and psychological considerations 
'attendant upon an^ analysis of war, 
expressing the opinion that In spite 
of the many truths expressed by Mr. 
Angell in this connection, we must still 
think that. .'war . will only end when 
people 'Will; come to see that war Is 
not morally Justified, and that we 
have not the right to sacrifice human 
lives- for material gain. , '' 

Throiighout the readlhg of the pa- 
per, and upon Its conclusion,' Dr.' 
Hemmeon and. the other members of 
the Society -conducted a most Inter- 
esting discussion on the' general theory 
and the particular propositions dealt 
with In the paper. Opinions on these 
questions were e.ittremely varied, and 
the argument was vigorously sustain- 
ed. On one matter all were agreed 
— that the first meeting of the new 
Gconomios Club was, anjÉùmawjallfied 
success, and 'that- futuçS^TnSSétinb's 
; would be Jo<^ed forward to ' with keen 
.anticipation.^ 
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Election for Medicine Bepresen- 
tfttive— Others Wcore Elect- 
ed by Acclamation. 



The regular meeting of the Students' 
Council was held last evening^ and at | 
this gathering probably the most mem- 
orable step In. th^ financial h^itory of I 
the Students'^rSoctety was taken. 

The Secretary reported that the sur- 
plus funds of the Council over work- 
ing requirements nmount to |r>,000. 
The advice of Mr. Vaughan, the Bur- 
sar of the University, had been nought 
on the matter, and acting on his re- 
commendation the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: — ^That the Secre- 
tary bo authorized to request Mr. 
Vaughan, the Bursar of the Univer- 
sity, to invest )5,000 of the Students' 
Council funds with the General Uni- 
versity funds, preferably In the last 
Government loan. The Secretary re- 
ported that the nominations for fac- 
ulty representatives to the Students' 
Council had closed this evening, and 
that the nominees from Science, Arts 
and Law, namely, H. E. McLcllan 
A.I. Smith, and J. G. Martlncau, had 
been elected by acclamation. The 
Medical faculty . had , nominated two 
men, In'A. N. Belyea and A, Ken 
nedy. The election of the Medical 
representative will bo held on Nov. 
26th. 

The Athletic Association were grant 
ed the sum of I32.S0 for the carrying 
on of their activities. Mr. Rooney 
prei^ented an' estimate of the Hockey 
club operations, which sho\ved receipts 
of 1176.00, and disbursements ot |290 
This appropriation was granetd. 

A request was received from the Lit- 
erary and Debating Society, and the 
Canadian Club for the sum of ?50 for 
tlielr season's operations. This wa« 
granted, .with an expression of a -wlsli 
that the efforts ' of : the' ISxecuttve of 
the Society would be crowned with 
success. 

A request was received from the 
University authorities to have the 
Senior students take part In the 'Vic 
tory Loan parade on Monday next. In 
this connection the following motion 
was adopted: That In response to the 
request of the University Authorities 
tho undergraduates who are not In 
eluded in the C.O.T.C, be requested 
to co-operate with the members of the 
Staff by participating in the Vlctor>- 
Loan Parade.- .

^ the parade. A matter of ten or fifteen minutes may seem a trivial- 
ty and is apt to be overlooked by those in authority, who perhaps

we seriously question whether this course is justifiable either from 
the point of view of efficiency or as a matter of fairness. The man 

• ' in the ranks is liable to regard such an encroachment upon his tune 

as uncalled for, and an imposition. In this frame of mind it is very 
obvious that his interest, to say the least, will flag. And work con- 
ducted under these conditions is not only ineffectual, but it has a 
decidedly deterrent effect upon the whole efficiency of the organiza- 
^ tion. Would not a little diplomacy in this direction be entirely jus-

In co-ordination with the new 
- scheme instituted by the British Gov-

These coupons are to be used 
food parcels only, and no coupons can 
be issued for amounts under ten 
pounds.

It Is desired to 
despatch a pt^rcél weighing less than 
ten poiindafan^iordlnary coupon must 
be used^'Shd^he pftrcel counts as one 
of the. four permissible in four weeks. 

Articles. may not be sent to any So- 
ciety for enclosure in any parcel des- 
patched under the Hied Cross label. 
The Importance ot guarding against 
any misuse of the 'label cannot be 
too strongly emphasized. .Such fi-c 
tlon would hot only harm the prisoner 
to whom the p;ircel was addressed, 
but would . react on other prisoners 
and might endanger the whole system 
of desp&tching the food supplies to 
Officers and men who have fallen In- 
to the hands of the enemy. 

Parcels for Officers interned In Bul- 
garia, and.. Turkey, come under tlic 
new scheme. Owing,: however, to the 
difficulties ot ■ postal communication, 
it Is not advisable to send many par- 
cels to officers - in "Turkish camps. 
Supplies can be purchased in Asia 
Minor, and It ls.»>etter to remit money 
to the prlsçném rather than send many 
parcels.' 

This new scheme relatea only to 
parcels containing foodstuffs for Of- 
ficer Prisoners of War interned in 
enemy countries, and' does not af- 
fect in any way the present regula- 
tions governing the transmission of 
parcels to Prisoners of Tyar other than

Ifhe trip to Halifax was a peachcr- 
ino, even though it was kind of crowd- 
ed. That\took three days.' We went 
right aboard the Justltla', and had pull 
enough to get 3rd Class staterooms, 
Instead of hammocks in the hold. The 
boat stayed at Halifax for two or three 
days, before we sailed,. The passage 
took 'ten 'days, and It was sweU 'wea- 
ther, so hardly anyone was sick. .

It 
was an eight ' mile march, with full 
kit, which made it seem like twenty. 
At Otterpool we had '. been told that 
at Shomcllffe they would be as strict 
OS the mischief, and tbiy sure/ were

' ' ■Wii'^^^Hm'io Ûts. at Shomcllffe, 
nothing |>ut route marches and phy- 
sical training.

nClL SOCIETY 
MEETING WAS lED 

Prof. Lloyd, of Botanical Depart 
. mont, Spoke on "Imbibition 
and Growth." 



The fortnightly meetiing of tlie 
V Chemical Society tooli place last night 
In the Chemistry and Mining Building 
at 6 o'clocjt. After the minutes had 
been read, Mr. O. Maass, the preal 
dent, called upon Prof. Lloyd, of the 
Botanical Department, to address the 
meeting on "Imbibition and Growth." 

Prof. Lloyd prefaced Ills remarks by 
outlining the older vlewH on the means 
nf growth developed by Pfeffer an 
DeVrlea. In their conception, incrcaa 
In sise was due to the entrance of 
water, carrying with it various crys 
talloldal substances in solution Into 
plant or animal cells, due to differ 
cnces of osmotic pressure. Vacualls 
n'ere conceived us aquious solutions of 
secretory or excretory origin govern 
cd by osmotic laws. 

With the development of Colloid 
Chemistry a 'new interpretation must 
be placed upon our microscopical evi 
dence, and Prof. Lloyd pictures the 
contents of these vacuoles, not as elec 
trolyto solutions, but as cmulsoid com 
plcxes, and hence filled with various 
polysaach^rides in colloid form, such 
as cellulose mucilages and albuminoid 
substances. Evidence was presented 
In support of this thesis .eis supplied 
. by the cells of many succulent plants, 
Buch as the Cacti and Kuphorbias 
Here we find cells which are nothlns 
but solidified emulsoids, viz., jila sur 
rounded by their cellulose wall, and en 
closing a small central area of nuclear 
and cytoplasmic material. Other cells 
are -found which show evidence of 
swelling and, in various cases, of ac 
cual rupture. This was previously at' 
tributed to increased cytolysis, but 
new. light has been turned on. Emul 
slon colloids In the presence of dl 
lute acids or alkalis absorb water and 
■ swell. This is imbibition. -Now 
pressure Is in consequence exerted 
which may amount to. upwards of 20 
;:6 atmospheres. 

Searching for a method of proof by 
experimentation Prof, Lloyd examined 
numerous pollen grains, and selected 
the pollen of t|je Sweet Pea, as his 
^subject. By subjecting these pollen 
grains in a moist chamber to the ac 
tlon. ^of various percentages of pure 
cane sugar and examining rate ofger 
minatlon every few minutes, the start, 
ling fact was brought out that the 
ratio of growth varied inversly as the 
concentration. Now to the cane sugar 
solution was added various concentra' 
'tiens of acids and bases. The result 
was a corresponding greater or less 
rate than the normal control. This 
work was next extended to emulsion 
colloids themselves, using gelatine as 
type, and the curves of swelling close 
ly paralleled those obtained with the 
pollen grains. Hence the conclusion 
was drawn that the swelling due to 
Imbibition is actually regiHtered in 
growth. 

With this generalization Prof, 
Lloyd concluded a most Interesting ac 
count of ai| excellent example of 
modern physiological research. Tlio 
meeting was one of the largest that 
the Chemical . Society has enjoyed for 
some time, and with due reason. A 
brief discussion terminated thé meet 
Ing.

'iTon, this S not college spirit. What, 
Jhen, is? College spirit is, in the last 
lalysis, nothing more than common 

Éyaity — a term which is concrete 
iugh for anyone to understand. Loy- 
yl Loyalty to an institution means 
iolute support of that institution, 
Jen anyone enters an, institution, 
Tsbe is bound to be loyal to that 
'institution, to give it all the support 
:,;8.he can, all her Interest, and all her 
fiBnergy. ' She must care about it— and 
.'care sufficiently to do something for 
It. She cannot expect to get every- 
thing and to give nothing. 

Here in college therç are numerous 
Institutions to which ;we belong, and 
once haying Joined, wa owe to them our 
Loyalty. ' During tl\e season of eleo- 
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tlons, there Is indeed no scarcity 
people who show plenty of what they 
call "Loyalty," in electing the officers 
for various societies. That, how 
ever, appears to be the full extent of 
their efforts. Thoy seem to think that 
their duty ends when they have con 
ferred on someone the honor of an 
office. They forget that officers do 
not inake up a society, but that mem 
bers do, and that a meeting cannot be 
conducted when empty chairs alone 
are present to transact the business 
In hand. If members of any given in 
«titution stay away from a -meeting, 
which they may know has not been 
called without reason, not only ' is it 
disloyal to that Institution as such 
and to its officers, but also It Is, un 
fair to those who have shown suffi 
ctent interest to be present. For if a 
minority of the members transact the 
business in hand, the absentees are the 
first to complain that the society is 
becoming an oligarchy. Furthermore, 
we belong to a body which holds that 
what has been pasiaed by a majority 
must be adhered to by all. Yet we 
find some who seem to consider that 
they are under no personal obllga 
tlon to uphold a measure which 
not wholly compatible' with their own 
private feelings. 

On the other hand, officers of 
society miist realize 'that their posi- 
tion is not" an ''iîonor meresly. 'They 
ought to remember that " when •, they 
have accepted any given position, they 
are in duty bound to fulfil till the bb 
ligations that position entails. - 

Another form of disloyalty is that 
of the girl who takes up het-^ime crltl 
clzlng the various Institutilons, and 
who is acutely conscious of their 
faults. But that is as far as it goes 
Her sense of the defects, never moves 
her to lift her hand to remedy them 
And after all, this is not a college 
matter a.lone, but one which holds all 
through life. The success of anything 
depends upon the whole hearted co- 
operation of every one. Grumblers and 
critics affect not only, themselves, but 
also weaker ones who lean upon an- 
other's Judgment: and, to those, do- 
structilve criticism appears as strength 
The most effective way to criticize is 
first to throw oneself into the work 
of the institution, and, having shown 
oneself willing to spend time and en- 
ergy for its welfare, then the oppor 
tunity for constructive iir.provement 
will not-benwanUng.
